He eaya that while 
ho was in Liberia fi German guuboa 
arrived and demanded $11,500 iudem 
nity for an alleged offense to a German 
subject, the indemnity being calculate! 
as follows: For damaze to property 


00; $3oOO for threatening to stab the 


German, and .*}500 for the expenses of 
collecting the money with a gunboat, 


1'repident Colfman refused to pay 


whereupon the commander of tho gnn- 
bo?.t to'd him that Germany would 
waive the claim for indemnity if a 
treaty was entered into placing Liberia 
under German protectorate. 
Thia 


alao declined and President Coleman re- 
ferred tbe matter to Bishop Hartzel 


endeavor to move England and the 


United Statep to back Liberia in ite 
efforts to remain independent of Ger- 
man and Frencli interference. 


The British government has already 


been apprised of Germany1! action, auc 
if it takes no steps in tbe matter there 
is reason to believe that oar povern 
ment will.

zen hag been subject to ill-treatment, 
Liberia will have to make reparation, 
but the demands of the German com' 
dander indicates that he has been eenl 
out on a territory-grabbing expedition 
rather than a collection tour.

of its annual revenues, and, judging 
from the item of $3500 for an alleged 
threat, the German government ia try- 
ing to play tbe rankest kind of a bold-up

ment will go in aiding the Liberiana 
but it will probably insist upon their 
being i airly treated and will protes 
against the establishment of a German 
protectorate or annexation.

Ita government is mod 
eJed after that of the United States and 
consists of a president (W. D. Colemsn 
ia the incumbent), a congress composed 
of a senate of eight members and r 
house of representatives of thirteen 
members, in addition to a soprem 
court ttnd a cabinet. Liberia baa an 
area of about 14,360 equare miles and 
population of 1,063,000, of which 18,000 
are America*LiberianB. 
It ia not 


prosperous country, hut BO far aa can b 
ascertained tbe people value their inde 
pendonce and are orderly and law 
abiding. It is to be hoped that no harm 
will be permitted to come to them.

The Greyhound Steamer of the

The work of construction on the ne* 


steamer which will be ran 
between 


Stockton aud San Francisco, connecting 
with tne Valley road train from Fresno 
and other points in tho valley, is pro- 
gressing rapidly at the ship-yard of the 
California .Navigation and Improvement 
Company at Stockton. Tho ehapu of 
the new vessel can now ba seen, and it 
ia qnito narrow as compared with the 
other paEEfnger boats operated bonrcsn 
the Slough City acd tbe metropolis.

He thought that the 
mixed farming idea would eventually 
prevail in this state—atock raining, field 
and orchard products.

IRRIGATION 
A.S'D 
DRAIXAQE, 


The afternoon cession was devoted 


mainly to the subject of drainage. 
A 


paper prepared by Professor Hilgard 
of tbe State university on "'Irrigation 
and Drainage'.' waa read by Profeasor 
Wickeon. 1'rofeaaor Hilgard 
was on- 


able to h? present, owing to the Illness 
of Ma wife. 


The paper was an able as well aa in- 


tercet ing review of the subject. 
Tnat 


irrigation should go hand in hand with 
drainage, it waa said, is so well under- 
stood in old irrigation countries as to 
amount almost to an ariom. The prac- 
tical effects of drainage were summed 
up as follows: Greater absorption and 
retention ol moisture for crop nee; 
quick relief from surplus water; ability 
to plow immediately after rain; looEen- 
ing and deepening nf the soil to a depth 
of the drains; consequent ready and 
drop penetration of the roots and utili- 
zation not only of more raoiBtnre, but 
alao of a larger supply of plant food. 
Hence, greater security, larger quan- 
tity and better quality of crops. 


RISE OF BOTTOM WATER. 


In reference to tho rise of tbe bottom 


water by escegaive irrigation, thus less- 
ening tb« available aoil, the paper con- 
tinned: 
"This is what unfortunately 


has, to a distressing degree, happened 
in this Fresno region. The first settlers 
located on the lower ground for greater 
facility of irrigation. The later comers 
brought the water to tbe higher ground 
in nigh-lying ditches, through the sandy, 
nerviona banks of 
which 
enormous 


masses have filtered ont, filling up the 
eutJrti country until the low-lying lands 
have water within one or two feet of, 
and in some cases actually at, the sur- 
face, killing or rendering unprofitable 
the old plantations of trees and vines by 
drowning their roota and depriving 
tham of the greater part of the soil mass 
in •which they originally found their 
nourishment. Thus it has become nec- 
essary, in lande naturally ao rich that 
they wonld have held ont for half a 
centnry without fertilization, to resort 
to the purchase of fertilizers wit Inn a 
fraction of that period. 


SO REHEDV. AT LAW. 


"If any one had deprived these farm- 


ara of. one-half of their acreage above 
ground, lawsuits, if not abotgun policy, 
would speedily have been resorted to aa 
B remedy for the wrong. But now that 
thousands upon thousands of acres have 
lost one-half or more of their under- 
ground soil raasa hy the riae of the bot- 
tom water coming from leaky ditcbea, 
there appears to be no remedy at law. 
The only feasible thing to do, whore all 
have been more or leaa at fault, ia to 
agree upon a general system of preven- 
tion of this injury, either by compelling 
the tightening of all ditchea so that their 
leakage shall not trespass upon neigh- 
boring lands; or by a general system of 
deep drainage that shall forever prevent 
tlir injurious ri«e of tho bottom water." 


A OENEKAL DHAIXAC1E SYSTEM. 


The writer of tho paper thought thnt. 


ultimately the irrigation ditches would 
he constructed PO aa not to admit of 
leakage. At present the only remedy 
wa3 a conoral ilrainane system. A boat 
the righto! way for drainage purposes 
thcru ehould he no more question than 
for irrigation ditches. The injury from 
the ma oi the alkali cauaad hy th« bot- 
tom vater wa? filso pain tad out. Drain- 
A-ie should b:i accomplished without 
delay. The red lands will suffer the

Aa to tho depth of drainage Professor 


Hilcard wrote that in the uplands of 
Santa Clara he found vino roots at tho 
depth of twenty feut in the subsoil. In 
thia soil and clim:itu fifteen feet, he 
stated, ia th» lean depth at which bot- 
tom water should be beneath tbo anr- 
face. 


THE DISCX'S^IOX. 


The point discussed moat fully was 


what ehould be the proper depth of 
drainage. The Mat amen t that the bot- 
ton water should not be nearer the sur- 
face than, fifteen feet, called forth con- 
siderable opposition from most of the 
farmers present, the preponderance of 
opinion, baaed upon tlie observation of 
tbe vineyardists, being that the best re- 
sults wore obtained when thfi water waa 
not cr(lft(pir than pi* feet deep.

-Misa Hatch, the chairman of the com- 


mittee which is coneidoring the drain- 
age problem, reported that the commit- 
tee had spoken to the supervisors anc 
the latter expressed themselves aa will 
ing to asaist. They desired the commit 
tee to formulate a plan and submit it, 
bnt the committee had not progressed 
that far yet. The difficultiea that pre- 
sented thumselvea were the hard-pan, 
the little fall and the distance to any 
intlot. A plan wonld have to be formu- 
lated by a surveyor. 


ADVANTAGES Of IltKlQATION. 


Professor Wickaon then made an in- 


:ere9ting address of abont fifteen min- 
utes on "A Bettor Conception of the 
Advantages of Irrigation." 
He de- 


scribed a trip taken recently over a larga 
portion of the state, and remarked that 
if the'farmera had aeen what he had ob- 
served they no doubt would have a bet- 
ter conception of tho advantage of irri- 
gation. Portions that were without Ir- 
rigation were arid and very little life 
could bo aeen. What stock he did aet 
"n the fields waa in a miserable condi 
,iou. The people of Fresno would be a 
rebellious lot, he aaid, if they did not 
thank God that they live in an irrigated 
region. 


A WIDER INTKBEST. 


People are taking a wider interest in 


the subject of irrigation. Formerly it 
waa considered a reflection on tho Crea- 
tor to irrigate. At the county

Irrigation not only produces 
better- 


sized fruit, but better fruit, and fruit 
that ships better. 


The disadvantages from excessive irri- 


gation were not the fault of irrigation, 
bnt the fault of the irrigator, 


Ms. Hutchiuson gave hid experience 


with irrigation, etatinc that he gave im 
treea, which were in sandy soil, two or 
three good wettings a vear, once jnet 
before the fruit ripened to give it good 
color. 


STATE OWNERSHIP OF WATER, 


John S. Dore brought up the propo- 


sition of state ownership of water GO 
that it may be distributed in an equit- 
able manner. He declared that now 
the snow ia gobbled op by trusts and 
corporations before it strikes the moon- 
tains. He aaked 
Profeseer 
Wickaon 


what steps were being taken, if any, by 
the government to control tbe water of 
the streams. 


The university man did not know tbat 


anything definite was being done. 
He 


suggested that the Farmers' Club, which 
was one of the oldest and most influen- 
tial in the state, should take action on 
the matter and get other similar organi- 
zations to indorse their atand. . In that 
way he thought the attention of the leg- 
islature would be called to the matter.

Ho thought that 
tbe memory of the drought of this year 
would still be forcibly impressed on the 
mindn of the lawmakers though, and 
tbat come action on irrigation at the 
next session might be expected. 


Mr. Dore remarked that there waa

REMEDIES TOR PEAR BLIGHT. 


The institute than roanmed the dis- 


cussion ot "Pear BliRht," and Professor 
Woodwortn waa called to the floor, lie 
began by stating that pear blight in 
California waa entirely different 
from 


the pear blight of the eastern states. 
In California there are two species of 
the disease and no one knows much 
about them scientifically, but much 
practically. 
One BpecieE appears in 


black spots on the trunk, but the bark 
does not sink into the wood. The other, 
the "crater blight," cracks the bark and 
sinks in to the wood. Both species oc- 
cur in winter about tho bude.

gation Company should furnish to tbe 
holders ol its water-rights water iu 
sufficient quantities to irrigate their re- 
spective lands; and 


"WHERKAB, ID truth and in fact the 


said canal company has not furnished 
aaid water for irrigation according to the 
terms of its contract, or the spirit of the 
law in such cases made and provided; 


"Now, therefore, we, the undersigned, 


believe it to our heat interest to institute 
legal proceedings to protect our interest 
in the premises aa may be equitable and 
juet. 


"To accomplish aaid purpose, or to 


take whatever steps tbat may be neces- 
sary in the premiuee, we state that we 
are, according to our water rights, en- 
titled to the amount of water aet oppo- 
site our respective names." 


Several arguments were made in 


support of immediate action and no dis- 
senting voice was raised in opposition 
to the resolutions. It was decided to 
consult ex-Judge Harris in regard to the 
legal rights of the colonists and F. M. 
Rustler wiia appointed a committee of 
one to interview him.

The following 
are extracts from the letter: 


"\Veare making cood progress, are all 


well and feeling great. We have a i:om- 
ortable camp here at the timber line. 
!t waa 32 degrees below zero uiglit be- 
ore last aud tbe northern lights were 
beautiful. Great shafts of white light 
would shoot up from the north half way 
icrosa the aky and then seem to drift 
ike bright clouds toward the eouth and 
disappear. 


"We slept well bat in the raorniop our 


>lanket9 were covered with frost and ice 
ormed over an inch thick in onr rlrink- 
nc bucket; The enow is like dry pow- 
der and nnder foot feels and sounds like 
corn starch. This morning it was windy 
and the air was Intl of nnow. Harry 
Bpedo and I put on our fur caps and 
winter clolheaaTid took the horse with 
three sleds loadud with 1200 pounds 
down the trail eix miles. Coming back 
we took %turnfl driving, and when we 
reached camp our clothes and whiakera 
were coated with ice, but we did not feel 
cold.

Soraa years ago I eagueeted in tbe 


REPUBLICAN that the workg of the o!d 
English dramatist a be put on tho e 
in the library. Tuey never stale on one 
—are a perpetual cource of delight, in 
fact. To become acquainted with Ben 
Joneon, Kit Marlowe, Beau moat and 
Fletcher, 
Conprflve, Wycberly, Far- 


quhar,etc., into become their friend 
and to cherish them us only B friend 
can bo cherished. Well, tho library 
procured the masterpieces of some of 
these giants of tbe drama, but the 
scholars made uo rush for. them. The 
other day I took out a volume of Beau- 
mont and Fletchar'a plays and fouud 
that I was the second person who tmd 
borrowed the book. The first borrower 
had taken U out in October, 1891! Tbe 
second volume has never been asked for. 
Kit Marlowe ia atill waiting for eome 
"scholar" to come along find read him 
and so are the other old dramatists. It 
is the eame with the Greek and Roman 
classics. Two weeks azo I borrower! 
(rifford's splendid translation of the 
latires of Juvenal and discovered tbat 
tho book had never been taken from the 
library before, though it has been on 
the nhelves for several years. Sophocles, 
Aerchylus, Euripides, etc., are suf- 
fering from tbe same neglect. It may 
be that tho scholars never knew these 
old maaters were to be had at the library 
and did not therefore ask for their com- 
pany. They know now, however, and 
there will no doubt be a "run" 
on the 


institution for the neit few days.

may I suqeeet to the trustees that they 
allow all scientific and philosophical 
works and tbe classics to be kept hy 
borrowers for four weeks instead of two, 
is at present. Thia is done at other 
libraries and I believe would work as 
well here. There ia not the demand fur 
Schopenhauer's "Fourfold Root of the 
Principal of Sufficient Reason" that 
there is for ''Peck's Bad Boy," and 
while the trnatees might he mobbed if 
;bey permitted the latter to be borrowed 
'or a longer period than two weeks, the 
ihiloBophical work might be kept out 
jix uioutha without provoking a threat- 
ening demonstration.

do, however—to tell tbe truth, four min- 
uted of old Schop. would be more than 
enough for the majority of us.
